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of the trains were previously reported. Compared with previous information, the 
present report contains the following deviations; On 5 March 1954, elements of 
the 34 th Tank Tng Bn of the 6th Gds Mech Div were loaded at Bern&u and left for 
an unknown destination* It was assumed that these tree ns mo ved to Tempi in and
